JOHN RAKLIOS, ONCE RICH 
RESTAURATEUR, DIES BROKE 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
John Raklios died yesterday, 
destitute and forgotten by most 
of the people who knew him 
when he owned 30 restaurants 
and had a fortune estimated 
eo He was 80 years 
old. 

He emigrated to the United 
States from Pogratis, Greece, 
in 1897 with $6 in his pocket.

POLICY, CHOU THINKS 


MUNICH, Germany, Nov. 20 
(UP) — The United States is 
changing its policy on the 
China question, according to 


Communist Chinese Premier | F 


Chou En-lai. 


Chou said in an interview 
in the Sueddeutsche Zeitung 
yesterday that the United 
States in effect recognized the 
existence of two Chinas at 
the Red Cross conference in 
New Dehli. He predicted that 
more and more in the future, 
when the American State De- 
partment speaks of “China,” it 
will not mean the Chiang Kai- 
shek government on Formosa. 


Chou granted the interview 
recently to the Sueddeutsche 
Zeitung’s reporter, Hans Ulrich 
Kempski, in Peiping. 

“The new China is here to 
stay,” he said. “This is very 
clear to the United States, 
too. The Soviet Union waited 
16 years for recognition by the 
U.S.A. We have waited eight 
years so far. We can still wait 
eight years, or 16 or 20 or 
100 years. It will come about 
one day that the U.S.A. must 
recognize the new China.” 

Chou subordinated all other 
angles of Red China's inter- 
national position to the For- 
mosa question. 

“We hope that Formosa at-

21 main airstrips serving the |

The airstrips were identified | 
when the two governments es- 
tablished a new polar air de-/| 
fense zone through which no | 
eirplane may fly without fol- 


and without being positively 
identified. 


Officials here said the gains 
to security from the identifi- 
eation zone more than offset 
any possible losses through 
naming bev. locations of the 


landing ps. 

Similar identification zones 
run across the United States- 
Canadian border, up and down 
the continent’s coast and 
around Alaska. 

Planes flying through the 
zones must file advance flight 
plans. They need the naviga- 
tion facilities and radio com- 
munications of the zones to es- 
tablish their courses. 

The DEW line landing strips 
were identified so flyers will 
know where radio beacons are 
located and have access to 
emergency landing strips if 
needed. 

The list of 21 strips was 
published in the Canada Ga- 
gette, a weekly govern.aent 
publication. They also were 
identified in the November 
“Radio Facility Charts,” a 
booklet issued under author- 
ity of the United States and 
Canadian air forces and navies. 

While exact locations of ra- 
dar stations remain _ secret, 
they obviously are not far 
from the landing strips which 
were installed for use of air- 
planes supplying the stations. 

There are 23 other landing 
strips which were not iden- 
tified because they lack radio 
aids useful to planes passing 
over.

million acres of low-lying delta 
land in the Little river drain- 
age district. 

About 130.000 of its 347,000 
acres still are under water. 
Over the weekend it reached | 
depths of a few inches to five 
feet 

Gov. Blair's telegram to the 
President estimated $2.700,000 
damage to matured cotton and 
soybeans stil] standing in the 
fields, another million to fall 
seedings of small grains and 
cover crops, $40,000 to roads 
and bridges and $50,000 to 
levees and drainage structures. 

The floods were caused by 
persistent and heavy rains, up 
to 10.45 inches in 10 days in 
and around Kennett, the Dunk- 
lin county seat. The-rain let- 
up Monday. 

Also hard hit was Pemiscot 
county, which adjoins Dunklin 
on the east and borders the | 
Mississippi river. About 75,- 
000 of its 312,000 acres were | 
flooded. Other counties affect- 
ed were New Madrid, Scott, 
Mississippi, Butler and Stod- 
dard. Much the same area had 
similar trouble because of a 
long rainy period in the spring. 

About 30 farm families were 
evacuated from their homes in 
Dunklin. Schools at Horners- 
ville, Rives, Campbell and 
Bragg City closed. There was 
no loss of life.

FREDERICK SULLENS DIES: | 
FIERY MISSISSIPPI EDITOR 


JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 20 
(UP) Frederick J. Sullens, 
editor of the Jackson Daily | 
News and a controversial fig- 
ure on the Mississippi scene for 
half a century, died today. He 
was 80 years old 

His death removed one of 
the newspaper profession's 
most colorful figures. He had 
been editor of the News since 
1907, three years after he got 
a job on the paper 

His personal front-page col- | 
umn, ‘“‘Low Down on the High- 
er Ups,” and many of his edi- 
torials kept him constantly in 
hot water with readers and po- 
litical figures. In recent years 
his maior editorial effort was 
directed against efforts to

He wrote scathing articles 
about Mississippi political fig- 
ures including the late Sena- 
tor Theodore G. Bilbo and the 
late Gov Paul B. Johnson. 
Johnson once hit Sullens on 
the head with a walking cane 
in a Jackson hotel lobby.

AVY scientists said yester- 
N ews they believed Russia 
borrowed a United States 
developed technique to broad- 
cast the heartbeats of the dog 
they sent spinning around the 

earth in Sputnik 11. 


The technique involved im- 
planting a microphone the size 
of a grain of rice in Laika’s 
heart and then amplifying and 
broadcasting the heartbeat to 
recording devices on earth. 

Recordings of Laika’s heart 
beat were made early this 
month by John D. Wallace, one 
of three scientists attached to 


the United States naval air 
development center here who 
invented the tiny microphone 
for use in tracing cardiac dis- 


turbances in human beings 


The others responsible 
developing the device, called 
a phono-catheter, are James R 
Brown Jr. and Dr. Davis H 
Lewis, now connected’ with 
Philadelphia General Hospital 

Piaced in Vein. 

The microphone is placed in 
the heart by way of veins. A 
“tiny” incision in a vein is 
large enough to admit the mi 
crophone and its attached cord 
The blood stream then is strong 


for 


enough to carry it to the heart 
with doctors able to withdraw 
it at any time through the 
lead-in cable 

The recording of Laika’s 
heartbeat was similar to re- 
cordings of dog heartbeats 
made experimentally here by 


Wallace, Brown and Lewis. The 
United States-developed tech- 
nique was made available to the 
Russians by the cente: 


Wallace explained that the 
first public announcement of 
invention of-the sub-miniature 
microphone was made at the 
second International Congress 
of Acoustics held in Boston in 
May 1956 The information 
later was published in Ameri- 
can technical journals 

In July 1956, Prof. A. N 
Bakulev. of the Soviet Acad- 


emy of Medical Sciences, wrote 
asking for detailed information 
on the microphone and this 
was furnished

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No Crisis, But Concern 


The year is passing without a major “crisis” 
for Western foreign policy in Asia. Armies are 
not moving; nations are not falling to Commu- 
nism. And yet there is cause for concern. 


If foreign policy is a day-by-day business, then 
it must be preoccupied with the cumulation of 
minor events, And the cumulation in Asia would 
show this record: 

Philippines: President Carlos P. Garcia, a firm 
friend of the United States, was elected Presi- 
dent in the recent balloting. There is no ques- 
tion but that the Philippine Republic remains 
America’s firmest ally in the Pacific. But the 
death in a March airplane crash of the popular 
President Ramon Magsaysay was, nevertheless, a 
tragedy for both countries. Mr. Magsaysay was 
the first man te make much headway against 
corruption and an antiquated social and eco- 
nomic structure which limited democracy. 

Thailand: Premier Pibul Songgram’s govern- 
ment collapsed in September. An ardent friend 
of the West, he had assumed power in a coup, 
and was overthrown in a.coup by Marshal Sarit 
Thanarat. Our State Department regarded this 
as an “internal affair,” and certainly it was not 
an anti-American occurrence. But the instabil- 
ity that resulted increases the potential threat of 
a vigorous Communist movement. 

Burma: Premier U Nu is popular and has re- 
treated from the “neutralism” he once espoused. 
This is a gain for the West. But Communist in- 
filtration and subversion continue and only re- 
cently has U Nu decided to invite foreign cap- 
ital for development. 

Indonesia: Faced with restiveness, President 
Sukarno called for a program of “guided democ- 
racy,” under which he would assume more 
power and the Communists would be brought 
into a kind of “united front” government. This 
program fell flat upon the revolt of military 
commanders on Sumatra and other islands, and 
the island nation now struggles to hold together 
in the face of centrifugal political forces. 

Formosa: Americans will remember this year’s 
“black Friday” sacking of the American embassy 
in Taipei as a sample of frustration created in 
part by United States policy. That policy leaves 
the Chiang Kai-shek government with the for- 
mal dress of a great power, but without reality 
and without too much sustenance. 

South Viet Nam: President Ngo Dinh Diem’ 
has turned out to be a vigorous leader who has 
brought a semblance of unity to a nation once 
torn by sects and invaded by Red armies from 
the north. But divided Indochina still lives 
under arms and on the edge of trouble. 

South Korea: What is true for Indochina is 
doubly true for Korea. But the South Korean 
army has been built into a relatively strong 
force, and after three years and one billion dol- 
lars of American reconstruction aid, economic 
conditions are improving. There has not been 
much reform, however, in the hard-handed gov- 
ernment of aged Syngman Rhee. 

Japan: Japan is beginning to stand on its own 
feet under Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi and 
is seeking more freedom of action from the 
United States. The Government has won some 
modification of the Security Treaty and removal 
of most of the American occupation forces. But 
her defense policy is still largely controlled by 
the United States and curbed by the occupation 
Constitution which restricts building a Japanese 
army. The question of more trade with China 
is still vital and unanswered. 

How can the political trends in these eight 
Asian nations be totaled? While it is impossible 
to say that the cause of democracy has been seri- 
ously threatened or that Communism has ad- 
vanced in any one of them, still it appears that 
governmental stability has weakened to a degree 
in the first five. Inevitably, the struggle for 
stability follows the struggle for freedom. 

Where internal stability is the first concern, 
economic and technical assistance is the first 
help needed from the outside. That is the kind 
of assistance which the United States must con- 
sider. No crisis now calls for a leap to arms. In- 
stead, eastern Asia ought to be a constant re- 
minder to Washington that sound foreign policy 
requires careful foreign aid.

Regrets, With Hope 


Adiai Stevenson, who in the past has shown 
some aptitude as a phrase-maker, must have been 
placed squarely on his mettle in answering Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's letter of the 14th inst. In that 
communication the President said he was de- 
lighted Mr. Stevenson was coming to Washing- 
ton to talk with Secretary Dulles on Monday. 
He then went on to say, with admirable clarity, 
“T regret that on Monday I shall be absent from 
Washington—at least, I hope so...” 

Mr. Stevenson could, of course, have said in 
reply that he sincerely trusted nothing would 
come up meanwhile which would prevent the 
President from being disappointed. This would, 
we think, have been courteous, but would it have 
been felicitous? Would it have been better for 
Gov. Stevenson to say that he, too, was sorry 
the President would be absent on Monday,-or at 
least that was what he was looking forward to? 

Of course Mr. Stevenson has had to cope with 
all that already, and we don't doubt he did it 
with his customary graciousness of manner and 
rhetoric. As for ourselves, we only hope these 
two will have ample occasion to meet later, and 
that neither will have cause to be sorry.

Good Law, Little Known 

So far very little attention has been paid to 
an enactment of the Missouri Legislature last 
spring, signed by Gov. Blair, that ought to be 
of much assistance to many families in this 
state in providing for the education of their 
children. This is the passage of the State Uni- 
form Gifts to Minors Act, which makes legal 
provision for gifts of money as well as securi- 
ties to those who are under age, without the 
cumbersome, costly procedure of having a court 
guardian appointed for the child's property. 

The uniform statute, passed by the Missouri 
Legislature, was proposed early this year by the 
National Conference of Commissioners on Uni- 
form State Laws. This was a refinement and 
improvement on the so-called model minors gift 
law sponsored by the New York Stock Exchange, 
in co-operation with the Association of Stock 
Exchange Firms. 

The model act had already cut the procedural 
red tape and had made possible an outright gift 
of stocks or bonds to a minor child by using 
legally prescribed words of registration. It also 
reserved the power of management of the secu- 
rities to a custodian until the child reached 21 
years of age. Income from the child's securities 
is tax exempt to the extent allowed by federal 
and state laws. 2 

The new Missouri law is virtually identical 
with that enacted in 40 ether jurisdictions with 
a total of 138,000,000 people. Now only 10 of 
the 48 states deny their residents this obviously 
desirable facility. Three of the 10 are neigh- 
bors of Missouri, namely Illinois, lowa and Ken- 
tucky. Surely parents in those and the few 


remaining other disadvantaged states will call 
on their legislators to follow suit at the next ° 
session. ‘ 
When it costs $1500 to $2000 a year, almost at 
a minimum, to educate a child in college away 
from home, an educational fund begun through 
gifts early in the child's life can be of great 
financial assistance to a family’s sound economy. 
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A Tax to Revise 

Aldermanic President Donald Gunn is entitled 
to sympathetic support in his efforts to revise 
the city’s merchants and manufacturers license 
tax. The levy is basically inequitable and its 
administration is unsound. In addition, these 
two factors adversely affect the cfty’s efforts at 
attracting new business and new jobs. 

The license tax is actually two taxes in one. 
One aspect of it, the $1.25 levy on each $1000 in 
sales, falls most heavily on those firms that must 
generate a substantial sales volume in order to 
earn a given profit. The firm that earns the same 
profit on a smaller sales volume pays a much 
smaller tax. 

The other aspect of the tax—a property levy 
on inventories—bears most heavily on those 
firms which, beeause Of the nature of their ac 
tivity, must carry substantial inventories. More- 
over, it ignores the factor of inventory turnover. 
A firm that turns over its inventory several 
times a year tends to be favored. 

Administration of the tax also is unsound. 
Merchants are told to report 70 per cent of the 
value of their inventories for tax purposes, but 
the machinery for seeing to it that they do so is 
exceedingly rusty. The 70 per cent assessment 
ratio is high—more than twice that of St. Louis 
county, for example. The high assessment ratio 
and the inadequate enforcement machinery are 
an invitation to cheat. 

Admitting all these deficiencies, what can be 
done about them? Mr. Gunn has suggested 
basing the tax on the earnings of manufacturers 
instead of on the valuation of inventories and 
gross sales. This would have the advantage of 
psychologically tying the tax in with the regular 
earnings tax and the vigorously enforced federal 
income tax. It might have the disadvantage of 
being subject to challenge as a new earnings 
tax levied on top of the present one. 

Since the School Board, the state and other 
public agencies share in the proceeds of the cur- 
rent merchants levy, action by the Legislature 
may be necessary if the essential nature of the 
tax is to be disturbed. 

If Mr. Gunn and those with whom he is con- 
sulting cannot find a way around this difficulty, 
they. ought to examine the assessment ratio on 
manufacturers’ inventories. That can be con- 
trolled locally, and it ought not to be higher 
than the ratio on real property, which is equal- 
ized throughout the state at about 30 per cent.

Girard Verdict and the Treaty 

The case of Williaxf{ S. Girard, the American 
soldier who shot and killed a Japanese woman, 
has closed in a manner that should be satisfac- 
tory to all concerned. The Japanese court, inter- 
preting his act as one of momentary caprice, 
showed extreme leniency in giving him a three- 
year suspended sentence. 

The case had been exaggerated out of all pro- 
portion to its importance, principally by several 
Senators and Congressmen who long have been 
outstanding exponents of extreme nationalism in 
this country. They and some of the veterans’ 
organizations that aided them have now been 
set back In their mischievous campaign against 
trial of American military personnel in foreign 
courts. 

The question of where such personnel should 
be tried does not, of course, depend upon where 
they may get off the easiest. It is a question of 
national sovereignty and of fair relationship be- 
tween allies. Nevertheless, had Girard received 
a severe sentence we would have heard much 
sobbing along the line of look-what-happens-to- 
an-American-boy-in-a-foreign-court. Already sev- 
eral objective Senators, including two who went 
to Japan and studied the Girard case, have com- 
mented that the same evidence adduced in an 
Army court-martial would have resulted in a far 
heavier sentence. 

The record now stands clear with Japan, the 
United States, the Supreme Court, the State De- 
partment and the Army in no disagreement. It 
should serve to discourage any who argue that 
American military personnel stationed abroad 
require a drastically revised Status of Forces 
Treaty if they are not to suffer injustices as a 
result of trials in foreign courts.

We have two duties in the West; 
first, to protect our institutions within 
the city walls from deterioration and 
decay, and then to defend the walls 
themselves. 


There is, however, a third and even 
more important duty: to bring about 
a state of affairs in the world where 
no one will wish to attack us at all— 
or we, them; where eventually walls 
themselves will be as much of an 
anachronism as trenches, barbed wire 
and forts on the

Nov, 20 (AP)—Indonesia’s For- 
eign’ Minister Subandrio today 
accused the Dutch of “amputat- 
ing’ West Irian ‘west New 
Guinea) from his island repub- 
lic.

He presented Indonesia's case 
for sovereignty over the ter- 
ritory in the United Nations 
General Assembly's Political 
Committee as the 82-nation 
body began study of the long 
dispute.

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Food’s Dear to Heart 
Of Walter Pidgeon

WALTER PIDGEON MET ME at the door of his suite 
at the Coronado Hotel wearing a tan glenurquhart plaid 
suit of rather pronounced pattern with three buttons and 
narrow cut sleeves, a pale tan sweater vest, an English 
stripe shirt with tab collar and a dark blue and maroon 
regimental stripe tie. His shoes were black and his cuff 
links were small, gold reproductions of ordinary pearl 
buttons. " 

I mention these things because Pidgeon has been on 
the list of the world’s 10 best-dressed a number of times 
over the years, and now, at the age of 60, it should be 
stated for the record that he can still hold his own. 

One reason, of course, is that he has the figure for it. 
To most of us men who started broadening even before 
middle age, Pidgeon's slim, erect physique is a source of 
envy and dismay. He stands six feet three, weighs 180 
pounds, and carries himself like a retired general. 


HE GREETED ME in a resonant voice whose sounding 
board is a well developed diaphragm, and we sat down to 
talk about a number of things like keeping fit, touring in 
a stage play, middle-aged matinee idols and food. 

Pidgeon, himself brought up the last item first, be- 
cause food is a thing near and dear to his heart. The 
first thing he wanted to know was about good places to 
eat in St. Louis, and he made it clear that he doesn’t 
keep slim by dieting. 


“Ah, last night,” he sighed, “what a meal. 
I went out to dinner with my old St. Louis friend 
Willard Cox. I don’t know where the place was, but 
' ‘we had squab stuffed with wild rice, candied sweet 
potatoes, excellent wine, chocolate ecclair....” He 
sighed and gazed out the window as though he 
wanted to savor the memory for a moment un- 
disturbed. 


HE ADMITTED, however, that, it being Sunday and 
no show that night, he did let down the barriers some- 
what. “You can’t eat like that before a show,” he ex- 
plained. “If you eat too heavily, the old diaphragm

doesn't work, and you're out of luck. ‘Breathing is the 
thing, you know. The voice must come from way down, 
and if you can't breath properly, you can't play.” 


Then how does he keep in shape? Push-ups and 
walking, he said. Every morning Pidgeon gets out of bed 
and subjects himself to 10 or 15 minutes of bending over 
and push-ups. Then a hot shower followed by a cold 
shower. “You really ought to do it,” he said. “Aside 
from keeping your weight down, you'd be surprised how 
much better you feel generally.” I suppressed a shudder. 

“Then there's walking,” he went on. “I walk two or 
three miles every day. I like to walk.” Sometimes he 
makes a point of staying at a hotel pretty far from the 
theater, so he'll have to walk it a couple of times a day. 
“Best exercise in the world,” he says. 


THIS IS the first time Pidgeon has ever been on tour 
as a big star, and he likes it. The last time was when he 
was a singing partner for Elsie Janis in vaudeville, back 
in the early ‘twenties. The only vicissitude he has to bear 
is Pullman berths. “I have an awful time getting to sleep 


in them,” he says. “But I love the road. In fact, I ean't 
understand the general feeling against it.” During his 
spare time he gets to do a lot of things he hasn't had much 
time for. He reads a lot, then he goes to museums. He's 
no connoisscur. He just likes to look at pictures. “I like 
them ail,” he says. “At first I didn't like the moderns, | 
but now I'm getting so I even like them.” He also likes 
zoos. “I hear you have a splendid one here,” he said. 


“I'm anxious to go out.” 


Pidgeon is also very enthusiastic about the role he is 
playing, that of the likeable but eccentric millionaire, the 
late Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, which has been shaped irto 
a comedy ¢alled “The Happiest Millionaire,” and which 
brought him to St. Louis and the American Theater. ’ 


There has been a great deal set down recent- 
ly by viewers of the theatrical scene about how 
the middle-aged man seems to have become to- 
day’s matinee idol. They point to the late Ezio 
Pinza as exhibit No. 1. Then there is Pidgeon, at 
60, and white-haired Spencer Tracy, not to men- 
tion those hardy perennials, Clark Gable and 
Gary Cooper. 


“AS A MATTER OF FACT,” says Pidgeon, pursing 
his lips and lifting his shaggy eyebrows, “I never stopped 
to think about it. One might make a case, but there are 
still plenty of young ones exciting the girls. If it’s any- 
thing, I think it’s a matter of loyalty. No, not that exact- 
ly, it's more like liking an old acquaintance. No matter 
where I go, | never seem to be a total stranger. Some fan 
sees me and recognizes me and quite often they stgp me. 
But they're like old acquaintances, or rather, I seem like 
an old acquaintance to them. 

“A few years ago, around Christmas time, I was in 
North Africa. I was strolling down a street looking in 
shop windows, when suddenly a middle-aged woman came 
up. She had heard me speaking English to my companion. 
She peered at me, and then she spread her arms. ‘Mr. 
Miniver.’ she exclaimed, “please may I wish you a Merry 
Christmas.’ ” 

Which, of course, brought up that matter of Mr. 
Miniver. Most people will recall the picture, “Mrs. 
Miniver,” which was a big wartime hit, and probably the 
peak of Pidgeon’s career in movies. After that he came 
close to losing his personal identity, and became known 
more often as Mr. Miniver than as Walter Pidgeon. It has 
let up through the years, but even now and then it pops 
up. Not long ago he was making a speech. He had been 
talking about this to the master of ceremonies, and they 
had laughed about it. But when that person introduced 
him, his subconscious took over. “And now, ladies and 
gentlemen,” he proclaimed, “I give you the man you've 
been waiting to see and hear—Mr. Miniver.” 

Does he mind it? “Not at all,” Pidgeon said. “Don't 
mind it a bit. The only thing is, the picture is now being 
shown again on television, and ] guess the whole thing 
will start over again.”

while teaching. . 

Any experienced § teacher 
knows what results when the 
beginner meets with a difficil- 
ty he is unable .to overcome. 
tears, distaste, even rebellion 
and anything worse than that 
in the circumstances is difficult 
to imagine. Set the stage for 
success by starting with what 
the child knows so that he’ has 
the feeling of power that know- 
ing gives him and then, with a 
very short step, and with cau- 
tion, offer the new idea and he 
will take it successfully and 
triumphantly. That feeling of 
triumph is the teacher’s best 
friend. 


THIS IS particularly neces- 
sary when dealing with slow- 
minded or dull children. The 
teaching steps must be very 
short, the way clear, if the 
child is to gather courage to 
face the task. The very best 
way then is to start the task 
for the child. Offer it to him 
well started and show him how 
to go ahead. With such chil- 
dren it is always better to stay 
close by, at hand, to smile and 
encourage when all goes well, 
to adjust and correct when 
trouble rises. 


OF COURSE, children will 
fail at times. Who does not? 
The failure must not be left at 
that but be righted before the 
lesson ends. If handwork is in 
process and a mistake has been 
made, either right it or give tha 
child a new piece of work and 
let him have a fresh start. That 
will encoyrage him and make 
the next try more successful. 

Children always want to do 
well. The teacher can be sure 
of that. If they fail the teacher 
failed first so make sure that 
this is not to happén. Discour- 
agement is the result of failure. 
Telling a child to “think” is 
futile. He has been thinking. 
The trouble is he has not the 
experience to enable him to 
think. This new experience has 
not sufficient background for 
that. That is what the lesson 


is for—to give him usable ex- 
| perience for fresh thinking.

How Spy Ring Got in Music Business 


Soble Describes Operations of Firm Set Up vi Altred Stern and Boris Morros, Secret FBI Agent 


This is the fourth of a series 


_ of articles in which confessed 


Soviet spy Jack Soble tells the 
secrets of an espionage ring 
in the United States of which 
he was a leader for 15 years.

EVERY PRODUCER in Hol- 
lywood would have laughed me 
out of his office if I had ever 
tried to sell him a movie script 
like this: 

A record and _ publishing 
company called the “Boris Mor- 
ros Music Co.” of Hollywood 


talented and popular recording 
artists as Hoagy Carmichael, 
Bob Crosby and Francis Lang- 
ford. 

Hit records like “Rum and 
Coca Cola” and “Chattanooga 
Choo Choo” are produced and 
sold. 

But the entire operation is 
a “blind” for a widespread 
Soviet espionage network. 
Bosses and “salesmen” are Rus- 
sian intelligence agents. 

Crazy as it sounds, the 
“script” would be an exact por- 
trayal of the activities of the 
company I was appointed to 
supervise for the Kremlin. 

The stars, of course, had no 
way of knowing they were be- 
ing used as attractive window 
dressing for an outfit organ- 
ized to be a clearing house for 
spies throughout the United 
States, Canada, Central and 
South America. 

My first contact with the 
roly poly, loquacious Boris 
Morros came in March 1944. 
My Russian boss in the United 
States, Vassili Zubilin, sum- 
moned me to the Far East res- 
taurant in New York where I 
was introduced to the show- 
man. 


Over martinis, Zubilin out- 
lined for me MoOrros’s career 
in Hollywood as a music 
composer and picture direc- 
tor, Zubilin then told us that 
he would be tied up with 
other work (which I later 
learned was theft of United 
States atomic secrets) and 
that Morros was to take his 
orders from me thereafter. 

“Our comrade,” the third 
secretary of the Soviet Em- 
bassy declared, pointing to 
the beaming Morros, “is com- 
pletely devoted to the moth- 
erland, and is one of our 
most trusted and loyal.

The Russian then gave me a 
fill-in regarding the organiza- 
tion of the music company. He 
said wealthy Alfred Stern, 
whom he described as a “loyal 
Communist,” had furnished, at 
Soviet request, $130,000 to fi- 
nance the business dreamed up 
by Morros. 

TO GIVE the whole affair a 
screen of legitimacy, Stern had 
given Morris two _ personal 
checks for $80,000 and $50,000. 
For his part, Morros handed 
Stern promissory notes of the 
music company. And, in a 
strange mixture of Communist 
espionage with capitalistic busi- 
ness profit, the loans carried a 
4 per cent Interest rate. 


Under the deal arranged by 
Zubilin, Stern was made vice 
president. of the company in 
charge of a branch office in 
New York's Rockefeller Cen- 
ter, while Morros handled the 
recording end of the business 
in California. Morros and 
Stern. were to give employment 
to Soviet espionage agents who 
then could ostensibly go on

Stern, who was completely 
dominated by his wife, felt that 
Morros was unreliable and that 
his “investment” would be 
lost. I told him I would go to 
California to look things over. 


Morros’s office, I found, 
was a big, showy, elaborate 
place, in keeping with his 
flamboyant personality and 
expensive tastes.

PSYCHOLOGISTS who have 
tried to find out why we like 
or dislike other persons have 
come up with the answer that 
you'd naturally expect; you 
are your own worst enemy. 
The trait that most frequently 
makes other people hostile to 
you is aggressiveness, 


Of course, there are plenty 
of other reasons why people 
may dislike you. Maybe you 
have undesirable standards of 
morality or maybe you have 
repulsive personal qualities. If 
so, those things are important; 
but less so than “aggressive- 
ness, antagonism, interference, 
domination or attempted domi- 
nation” in alienating people. 


THERE'S NOTHING NEW 
about these ideas; they've been 
taught in every century, but 
many men and women who 
want to marry have made the 
mistake of forgetting them. 


There’s Hank, for instance, 
who doesn't understand why 
he is not more popular with 
girls. Treat ‘em rough and 
tell ‘em nothing!

However, it still 
is up to the parents to see that their children are 
given the blessing of good literature and that their 
reading tastes are cultivated so that they won’t be 
so tempted by trash. Clean habits and construc- 
tive activity can be a most effective deterrent.
